Mr.  Chairman,  my  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  City  of  Leicester  for  the  year  1941. 

Statistics. 

The  period  covered  by  this  Report  extends  into  the  third  year 
of  war;  nevertheless,  the  health  of  the  City  has  not  shown  any 
appreciable  depreciation.  In  fact,  the  death  rate  for  1941  is 
markedly  better  than  that  for  1940  and  the  maternal  mortality  rate 
is  a  low  record.  Of  the  other  rates  which  reflect  the  standard  of 
health  of  the  community,  the  birth  rate  and  infantile  mortality 
rate  are  much  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  only  the 
tuberculosis  rate  which  shows  an  unfortunate  deterioration. 
Details  of  the  increased  incidence  of  tuberculosis  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  I. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Apart  from  tuberculosis,  the  only  matter  of  interest  to  record 
in  this  letter  is  the  outbreak  of  paratyphoid  fever  which  occurred 
in  the  summer.  (See  page  4.) 

In  spite  of  the  foreboding  of  many,  venereal  disease  has  not 
shown  any  undue  incidence.  It  may  be  that  the  propaganda  used 
is  having  a  beneficial  effect. 

Day  Nurseries. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  women  in  war  industries  has 
necessitated  an  expansion  of  the  day  nurseries.  Details  will  be 
found  on  page  54. 

Food  Substitutes. 

In  time  of  war  one  has  the  right  to  expect  a  high  code  of  ethics, 
particularly  in  the  matter  of  the  standard  quality  of  foodstuffs 
put  on  the  market.  Unfortunately  the  very  difficulty  of  the  times 
seems  (in  1941)  to  have  stimulated  certain  individuals  to  impose 
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upon  the  gullibility  and  ignorance  of  their  neighbours  by  offering 
for  sale  worthless  articles  which  were  made  to  look  attractive  by 
skilful  (but  mendacious)  advertising.  These  articles  were  alleged 
to  replace  foodstuffs  in  short  supply,  but  in  most  instances  were 
absolutely  valueless  and  usually  grossly  overpriced. 

Further  details  will  be  found  on  page  58. 

As  in  previous  years,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
record  the  excellent  work  carried  out  by  all  the  Department, 
whether  in  hospital,  office,  clinic  or  on  the  district.  In  spite  of  the 
difficulties  of  war-time  I  feel  the  work  is  being  carried  out  in  a 
satisfactory  and  efficient  manner.

Population.  No  comment. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate.  Though  somewhat  higher  than  last 
year,  the  rate  remains  reasonably  low  and  compares  favourably  with 
that  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  (See  page  viii.) 

Of  the  total  deaths  under  one  year,  three  out  of  every  five  were 
males.  There  was  an  increased  incidence  of  diarrhoea. 

Birth  Rate.  Practically  the  same  as  last  year. 

Death  Rate.  A  definite  improvement  on  that  of  the  year  before 
(14.47—12.23). 
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The  main  causes  of  death  are  shown  immediately  below.  The 
rate  is  better  than  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole  (12.9)  and  that  of 
the  County  Boroughs  (14.9). 

Comments  on  the  Incidence  of  and  Mortality  from 

certain  Diseases. 

Measles.  Whereas  in  1940  over  5,000  cases  were  notified  with 
ten  deaths,  in  1941,  735  cases  occurred  and  only  one  death. 

Scarlet  Fever.  558  cases  and  one  death. 

Whooping  Cough.  A  marked  increase  in  incidence,  with  1,502 
notified  cases  and  twelve  deaths.  Eleven  of  the  deaths  occurred  in 
children  under  5  years  of  age.  A  new  vaccine  preventive  treatment 
has  recently  been  introduced  and  it  is  hoped  will  diminish  the 
mortality  from  this  disease. 

Diphtheria.  Notifications,  713.  Deaths,  21. 

Although  the  total  number  of  notifications  was  not  much  less 
than  in  1940  (840),  the  deaths  were  only  21  as  against  50.  For 
further  details  see  Dr.  Mackenzie’s  report  in  Appendix  II. 

Immunisation.  The  immunisation  campaign  has  continued 
throughout  the  year.

Influenza.  32  deaths  (1940 — 86  deaths). 

No  serious  epidemic  occurred. 

Bronchitis.  200  deaths,  a  very  marked  improvement  on  1940, 
when  more  than  double  this  number  occurred.  As  usual,  over 
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two-thirds  of  the  cases  were  in  the  65+  age  groups.  113  male 
deaths  occurred  and  87  female. 

Pneumonia.  525  notifications  and  166  deaths;  again  an 
improvement  on  1940. 

Cancer.  The  death  rate  of  1.78  is  a  slight  increase  on  that  for 
1940—1.72. 

Maternal  Mortality.  Almost  every  year  it  seems  possible  to 
record  a  lowering  of  this  rate,  and  the  1941  figure  of  1.03  is  a  figure 
that  less  than  ten  years  “ago  would  have  been  considered  impossible 
of  achievement,  and  yet  progress  has  been  so  steady  as  to  show 
that  this  year’s  record  figures  are  no  “flash  in  the  pan.^’' 

Deaths  from  Violence. 

Suicide  again  shows  a  slight  decrease.

Typhoid  Infections. 

Typhoid  Fever.  Four  cases  were  notified  with  one  death. 

Paratyphoid  Fever  (B).  Twenty-five  cases  were  notified  with 
no  deaths.  An  outbreak  of  paratyphoid  (B)  fever  occurred  in  May, 
June  and  July.  The  outbreak  was  caused  by  infection  from  cream 
cakes  or  “loose”  cream  purchased  from  the  local  shop  of  a 
Birmingham  firm,  in  which  locality  other  cases  occurred. 
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The  investigations  into  the  cause  of  the  illness  led  to  the  dis¬ 
covery  that  the  state  in  which  synthetic  cream  was  marketed  was 
most  unsatisfactory,  so  a  campaign  to  improve  matters  was  promptly 
instituted.  Both  local  and  national  manufacturers  of  synthetic 
cream  collaborated  with  the  department  and  as  a  result  a  very 
marked  improvement  in  the  bacterial  quality  of  the  cream  was 
obtained.  Whereas  at  the  beginning  of  the  outbreak  bacterial 
counts  of  up  to  100,000,000  per  ml.  were  obtained  from  the  cream, 
at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  rare  to  obtain  a  count  of  over  5,000 
per  ml.  The  presence  of  B.  coli,  evidence  of  faecal  contamination, 
was  also  eliminated. 

The  four  cases  of  typhoid  fever  that  occurred  all  lived  in  the 
north  of  the  city,  but  no  cause  for  the  illness  and  no  connection 
between  cases  were  found  other  than  that  two  cases  were  from  the 
same  family  and  the  remaining  two  cases  were  friends  (boys) 
who  had  bathed  in  the  river  at  about  the  time  of  infection.  The 
river  appeared  to  be  implicated  because  a  small  brook  ran  along  the 
bottom  of  the  garden  of  the  house  in  which  the  two  cases  occurred 
and  discharged  into  the  river  a  little  above  the  bathing-place  of 
the  other  two  cases.  Connection,  however,  could  not  be  proved, 
and  at  the  essential  time  the  brook  was  dry!

FOREWORD  BY  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

Whereas  in  1938-39  we  could  look  with  some  pleasure  on  the 
falling  numhers  of  new  tuberculous  infections  and  of  deaths  from 
tuberculosis,  in  1941  we  again  have  to  record  a  regrettable  increase 
in  the  number  of  new  cases  and  of  deaths.  In  two  years  over  900 
new  names  have  been  added  to  our  records  as  being  definitely 
infected,  and  it  is  especially  unfortunate  to  note  the  increase  in 
adolescent  tubercle.  As  regards  deaths  there  is  only  a  slight 
increase,  but  were  it  not  for  really  outstanding  advances  in  treat¬ 
ment  this  figure  would  have  been  undoubtedly  higher. 

Leicester  is  not  alone  in  this  state  of  affairs.  It  is  a  national 
problem,  bound  up  with  deficient  black-out  ventilation,  the 
psychological  problem  of  war-time,  and  so  on. 

It  is  essential  that  everything  possible  shall  be  done  to  combat 
the  disease.

Free  milk  —  generally  one  pint  daily  —  has  been  granted  to 
necessitous  patients  whose  income  falls  below  a  certain  scale, 
During  the  year  39  patients  were  assisted  in  this  way,  at  a  total 
cost  of  5s. 

Certificates  were  granted  to  many  cases  with  active  Tuberculosis 
in  order  to  enable  them  to  obtain  an  additional  allowance  of  milk 
for  which  they  were  able  to  pay.

FOREWORD  BY  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

In  spite  of  war  the  work  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  and  Sanatorium 
has  to  go  on,  and  in  fact  because  of  war,  especially  as  regards 
Tuberculosis,  its  importance  in  reducing  the  toll  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  community  is  enhanced. 

Though  Scarlet  Fever  was  lighter  in  incidence.  Diphtheria 
remained  much  the  same,  and  the  usual  variety  of  other  diseases 
was  admitted.  The  Sanatorium  side  of  the  work  continues  to 
increase.  The  statistics  of  the  Thoracic  Surgical  unit,  in  particular, 
are  interesting,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Leicestershire 
County  Council  now  take  a  share  in  this  service.

I  herewith  submit  an  abridged  report  covering  the  activities  of 
the  various  departments  of  the  Hospital.  The  year  has  been  a 
record  one,  as  a  study  of  the  statistical  table  will  show. 

Plans  for  a  combined  new  theatre  and  pathological  block  were 
considered  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  owing  to  the  national 
situation  were  not  proceeded  with,  but  some  substantial  alterations 
to  the  existing  theatres  and  a  temporary  building  for  the  patho¬ 
logical  laboratory  were  agreed  upon  and  are  awaiting  final  approval. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  midwifery,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
has  advised  that  the  admissions  be  limited  to  about  900,  so  that 
patients  are  only  accepted  on  medical  or  economic  grounds. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks 
to  the  medical,  nursing  and  administrative  staffs  for  their  valuable 
services,  and  especially  to  mention  by  name  the  following  voluntary 
workers  for  their  continued  assistance; — Miss  M.  Elkins,  Ph.H., 
the  pathological  laboratory,  and  Mrs.  York  and  Miss  Goddard  in 

the  library.

FOREWORD  BY  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

I  recommend  the  enquirer  after  facts  as  to  the  gullibility  of 
human  nature,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  rascality  of  a  small  section 
of  the  population  on  the  other,  to  read  Mr.  Bullock’s  remarks  on 
“Food  Substitutes.” 

It  is  difficult  to  find  words  to  express  one’s  feelings  of  disgust 
at  the  grasping  sharks  who,  during  a  war  in  which  the  nation  is 
fighting  for  its  very  existence,  are  prepared  to  exploit  the  ignorance 
of  their  fellows  in  so  important  a  matter  as  the  food  supply.

Mr.  P.  G.  Wright  was  called  up  for  military  service  in  March, 
1941,  and  is  now  in  the  Royal  Navy  serving  on  a  minesweeper. 

Miss  Joyce  Perry  was  appointed  as  temporary  assistant,  to  serve 
in  the  laboratory  for  the  period  of  the  war. 

Food  and  Drug  Samples. 

1,134  samples  were  received  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
including  41  submitted  by  members  of  the  public;  53,  or  4.7  per 
cent.,  were  reported  “not  genuine.”  (Tables  C  and  D.) 

Many  common  articles  of  food,  normally  the  routine  stock-in- 
trade  of  the  Food  Inspector,  were  difficult  to  sample  owing  to  the 
rationing  system;  butter,  lard,  sugar,  tea,  jam,  etc.,  come  in  this 
category  and  therefore  received  less  attention  than  formerly.  On 
the  other  hand,  substitute  products,  forecast  in  the  1939  report, 
and  reported  as  having  begun  to  arrive  in  1940,  reached  flood 
volume  in  the  year  under  review.  Their  variety  made  an  interest¬ 
ing  study,  and  one  could  not  help  conjecturing  at  the  types  of 
mentality  behind  their  production.  Ingenuity,  crudity,  subtlety 
and  downright  rascality  were  some  of  the  traits  exhibited,  and 
skilful  psychological  appeal  was  made  on  the  labels.  A  gullible 
public  fell  for  these  substitutes  with  both  feet,  and  honest  trades¬ 
men,  against  their  better  inclination,  felt  obliged  to  stock  them. 
Anything  was  acceptable  or  even  welcome  to  make  a  show  on 
shelves  and  in  windows  that  tended  to  look  empty,  and  the  harassed 
housewife  as  she  flitted  from  queue  to  queue  was  glad  of  anything 
to  fill  her  shopping  basket.  The  more  emphatic  the  claims  on 
labels  and  the  more  gaudy  the  picture,  the  more  readily  were  these 
catchpenny  lines  snapped  up;  price  was  a  secondary  matter. 
Fortunately,  all  bad  things  as  well  as  good  things  sooner  or  later 
run  their  course,  and  the  “try  anything  once”  attitude  of  the  public 
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only  ensured  a  temporary  success  for  many  lines.  Moreover,  the 
Food  Substitutes  (Control)  Order,  1941,  which  came  into  force  in 
November,  1941,  was  a  sound  step  towards  stopping  this  regrettable 
episode  in  the  food  history  of  this  country,  not,  however,  I  imagine, 
before  many  fortunes  were  made  out  of  an  exploited  public. 

When  a  comprehensive  history  of  the  war  comes  to  be  written 
the  food  substitutes  of  1940-1942  will  constitute  a  black  patch. 

It  is  one  matter  in  times  of  peace,  when  eggs  are  readily  avail¬ 
able,  to  sell  an  “Egg  Substitute  Powder,”  at  a  price  which  has  some 
relation  to  its  intrinsic  worth,  to  people  who  for  economic  reasons 
require  such  a  substitute  for  certain  special  purposes.  It  is  quite 
another  matter,  when  eggs  are  virtually  unobtainable,  to  describe 
a  mixture  of  flour,  yellow  dye  and  bicarbonate  of  soda  in  such  terms 
as  “Every  ounce  equals  five  beaten  whole  eggs,”  and  to  emphasise 
the  point  by  supplying  a  picture  of  a  basket  of  eggs,  at  the  same 
time  charging  16/-  a  pound  for  something  worth  probably  not 
more  than  4d. 

It  must  be  said  that  in  dealing  with  these  food  substitutes  the 
local  retailers  co-operated  whole-heartedly  with  this  department  and 
readily  withdrew  from  sale  various  lines  when  they  appreciated 
their  true  character. 

Egg  Substitutes. 

No.  403  was  simply  self-raising  flour  containing  a  yellow  dye. 
It  was  represented  that  the  contents  of  a  small  packet  equalled 
five  new-laid  eggs. 

S126  was  an  egg  substitute  of  a  different  type.  It  was  a  yellow 
viscous  liquid  having  the  colour  and  consistency  of  liquid  egg,  but 
in  nowise  resembling  liquid  egg  in  composition,  nutritive  value, 
flavour  or  cooking  utility.  It  consisted,  in  fact,  of  over  96  per  cent, 
water,  the  odd  three  per  cent,  being  gum,  yellow  dye  and  bicar¬ 
bonate  of  soda.  It  had,  in  fact,  the  same  relation  to  liquid  egg  as 
red  ink  has  to  old  port,  but  the  instructions  on  the  label  said,  “Use 
one  teaspoonful  in  place  of  one  egg.” 

Milk  Substitutes. 

Sample  No.  436  was  essentially  a  mixture  of  flour  and  salt. 
Some  absurd  instructions  to  mix  one  ounce  with  two  ounces  of  plain 
flour  and  add  to  one  quart  of  water  to  produce  two  pints  of  milk 
substitute,  must  have  resulted  in  many  feelings  of  disappointment 
and  frustration  on  the  part  of  sanguine  purchasers. 
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Another  milk  substitute  powder  examined  contained  a  large 
proportion  of  dried  mashed  potatoes! 

Owing  to  the  importance  of  milk  in  modern  dietary,  especially 
for  the  young,  such  preparations  as  the  above  are  potentially 
dangerous.  Milk  substitutes  have  entirely  disappeared  from  the 
retail  trade  under  the  Food  Substitutes  (Control)  Order,  1941. 

Lemon  Substitutes. 

These  appeared  on  the  market  in  various  forms,  namely,  white 
powders,  yellow  powders,  sticky  masses  and  solutions  of  various 
shades.  The  property  common  to  most  of  them  was  that  they 
contained  little  or  no  Vitamin  C.,  the  most  valuable  ingredient  of 
natural  lemon  juice. 

The  crudest  example  was  Sample  No.  325,  which  consisted 
merely  of  commercial  citric  acid  and  sold  at  1/-  for  one-sixth  of 
an  ounce — /“I  16s.  a  pound — for  a  substance  worth  2/-  a  pound. 
A  firm  of  electrical  engineers  packed  this  article  and  claimed  it  to 
be  “The  acknowledged  substitute  for  lemons  .  .  .  contains  many 

valuable  vitamins  .  .  .  one  packet  of  L - equals  the  juice  of 

twelve  lemons,”  not  one  word  of  which  was  true. 

Sugar  Substitute. 

Saccharin  has  long  been  known  to  the  public  as  an  alternative 
sweetening  agent  when  sugar  was  scarce  or  for  special  reasons 
undesirable;  and  reputable  manufacturers  made  saccharin  con¬ 
veniently  available  at  a  fair  price,  usually  in  0.3  grain  tablet  form, 
the  strength  being  declared  on  the  label.  When  sugar  was 
rationed  the  less  reputable  and  upstart  firms  put  on  the  market 
tablets  of  lower  strength  at  the  same  price  without  any  declaration 
of  strength,  and  “Sugar  Substitutes”  and  “Tea  Sweeteners,”  etc., 
under  fancy  coined  names,  all  of  which  preparations  were  based  on 
saccharin  or  a  similar  compound  dulcin  which  were  put  over  to  the 
public  at  a  greatly  enhanced  price.  This  the  public  were  beguiled 
into  paying  by  the  large  but  usually  unjustified  claims  on  the  labels. 

This  particular  ramp  was  stopped  on  the  last  day  of  the  year 
by  the  Saccharin  (Control  and  Maximim  Prices)  Order,  1941 
(S.R.  &  O.  (1941)  No.  2129). 

Ground  Almond  Substitutes. 

Sample  No.  S132  consisted  of  37  per  cent,  flour  and  63  per  cent, 
soya  bean  flour,  flavoured  with  essence  of  almond.  At  the  time 
flour  was  controlled  at  2^d  a  pound  and  soya  flour  at  5d.  a  pound, 
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making  it  difficult  to  see  how  the  price  of  4/-  a  pound  was  justified 
for  the  article,  which  was  not  particularly  satisfactory  for  its  purpose. 

Sample  No.  159  was  a  better  imitation  of  ground  almond, 
containing  75  per  cent,  ground  peanuts  and  25  per  cent,  flour.  It 
was,  however,  not  worth  5/-  a  pound. 

Sweetened  Malted  Cocoa. 

A  private  sample  (No.  SI 20)  was  submitted  with  the  complaint 
that  if  mixed  with  water  it  was  more  like  flour.  This  was  not 
surprising,  since  the  stuff  contained  90  per  cent,  flour  and  only 
10  per  cent,  cocoa.  When  a  formal  sample  was  sent  for,  the  same 
stuff  at  the  same  price  had  been  renamed  very  euphemistically, 
“Chocolate  flavoured  malted  wheaten  food.”  This,  of  course,  is  a 
very  clever,  accurate  description;  the  moral  is,  buy  plain  cocoa! 

Salad  Spread. 

This  article  illustrated  an  ingenious  way  of  evading  a  Maximum 
Price  Order.  It  was  essentially  a  very  wet  (79  per  cent,  water)  soft 
cheese,  made  from  partly  skimmed  milk,  and  would  have  been 
dear  at  the  controlled  maximum  price  of  lOd.  It  was  variously 
described  as  “Salad  Spread,”  “Tea-time  Spread,”  and  “Tea-time 
Salad  Spread,”  however,  and  was  never  on  sale  at  less  than  1/4  a 
pound,  having  originally  commanded  a  much  higher  price.  Had 
it  been  sold  as  cheese,  it  would  have  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
Soft  Cheese  and  Curd  Cheese  (Maximum  Retail  Price)  Order,  1941 
(S.R.  &  O.  1041,  No.  945),  having  a  water  content  of  over  50  per 
cent,  and  its  maximum  price  would  have  been  lOd.  a  pound. 

Sardine  Sandwich  Spread. 

Sample  No.  307  was  an  unappetising  product  supplied  in  one- 
pound  tins.  Analysis  indicated  its  composition  to  be ;  Bread  42.6 
per  cent.;  moist  lean  fish  33.9  per  cent.;  fat  0.7  per  cent.;  water  22.8 
per  cent.  Its  smell  was  non-committal,  but  on  the  strength  of  the 
low  fat  content  it  was  certified  as  being  deficient  of  at  least  78  per 
cent,  of  the  required  amount  of  sardine.  It  is  doubtful  if  any 
sardine  whatever  had  entered  its  make-up;  neither,  by  the  adoption 
of  any  ordinary  methods,  would  it  spread.  The  label  bore  the 
rather  surprising  information,  “This  product  complies  with  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1941.”  The  vendor  was  fined  ^10. 

Coffeette. 

Sample  No.  455  was  a  thin,  brown  liquid,  which  the  purchaser 
was  warned  to  “use  sparingly.”  In  the  general  sense  this  was  good 
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advice.  But  for  making  a  beverage  from  what  one  had  already 
purchased  it  was  distinctly  misleading,  as  the  manufacturer  had 
already  applied  that  advice  to  the  coffee  he  used.  The  composition 
was :  Water  98.12  per  cent.;  coffee  extractives  and  added  flavouring 
1.88  per  cent.,  hardly  justifying  the  description  on  the  label  as  a 
“Concentrated  Coffee  Essence.” 

Other  samples  reported  “Not  genuine”  are  listed  in  Tables  C 
and  D. 

Miscellaneous. 

Other  work  can  only  be  referred  to  quite  briefly.  The  tables 
at  the  end  of  the  report,  particularly  Table  J,  record  a  considerable 
variety  of  investigations  made.  With  a  reduced  staff,  the  number 
of  samples  that  can  be  accepted  is  inevitably  less  than  formerly, 
although  calls  on  the  department  tend  to  increase.  More  food 
samples,  for  instance,  were  submitted  directly  by  the  public  than 
in  any  previous  year.  (See  Table  I.) 

Atmospheric  polluction  now  only  receives  scant  attention. 
Perhaps  there  is  something  to  be  said  for  adopting  the  attitude 
that  with  bombs  liable  to  fall  any  time  and  the  possibility  of  war 
gases  pervading  the  atmosphere,  smuts  cut  little  ice  nowadays.  One 
standard  deposit  gauge  is  kept  at  the  Town  Hall  to  maintain 
continuity  of  readings. 

There  is,  of  course,  no  relaxation  on  the  examination  of  drinking 
waters.  The  city  water  supply  was  of  safe  drinking  quality 
throughout  the  year.  (See  Table  N.) 

Table  F  is  important.  Restrictions  on  the  use  of  milk  and  the 
abolition  of  fresh  cream  brought  synthetic  creams  into  prominence 
during  the  year,  and  suspicion  was  thrown  on  one  supply  following 
an  outbreak  of  illness.  It  appeared  that  wholesome  materials  were 
being  used  for  these  cream  substitutes  but  slipshod  methods  of 
manufacture  resulted  in  products  of  very  poor  bacterial  quality. 

The  improvement  achieved  as  a  result  of  persistent  sampling 
and  correspondence  with  the  firms  concerned  is  brought  out  in  the 
Table. 

One  series  of  samples  was  examined  for  the  Coroner.  Analysis 
revealed  that  death  had  been  caused  by  prussic  acid  poisoning.

Report  on  the 
Venereal  Diseases  Scheme 

for  the  Year  1941.

Director  of  Venereal  Diseases  Services. 

I  hereby  submit  a  brief  report  on  the  above  scheme  for  Leicester 
and  Leicestershire. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  major  part  of  the  work  is  conducted 
at  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary.  The  medical  staff  and  the  times 
at  which  the  clinics  are  open  remain  unchanged.  Arrangements 
for  the  treatment,  etc.,  of  venereal  disease  cases  in  the  City  General 
Hospital  and  in  St.  Mary’s  Home  are  also  the  same  as  for  1940. 

An  additional  V.D.  Treatment  Centre  has  been  opened  at  the 
Loughborough  and  District  General  Hospital  (1/7/41).  This  clinic 
is  held  on  Monday  evenings  (females,  5.30;  males  6  to  6.30). 

The  following  patients  (civilians  and  Services)  attended  during 
the  year  under  review.  The  numbers  in  brackets  are  those  for  the 
previous  year: —
